ELECTIVES — Two  years  of  French  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years,  and  two  years  of  German  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  may  be 
substituted  for  either  Latin  or  Greek  in  the  above  synopsis.  The  two 
years  of  German  ma}^  also  be  substituted  for  either  Greek  or  Latin  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  years.  A  course  in  Chemistry  in  the  Senior  year  may 
be  substituted  for  either  Greek  or  Latin  in  that  year. 


FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  ARTS,  M.  A* 


This  course  is  open  to  resident  graduates  of  all  regular 
colleges,  who  have  received  the  degree  of  B,  A»  The  course 
extends  throughout  one  session,  and  consists  of  post-graduate 
work  in  Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics,  together  with  at 
least  two  elective  studies.  The  latter  may  be  chosen  from 
the  regular  B.  A.  course,  provided  they  have  not  already  been 
taken  by  the  student.  The  same  fees  are  charged  for  this 
course  as  for  others. 
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Course  of  Instruction^ 


The  Latin  Language  and  Literature. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  devoted  mainly  to 
securing:  first,  a  good  reading  knowledge  of  the  Latin  lan- 
guage :  and  secondly,  some  familiarity  with  the  literature  and 
thought  of  the  Romans. 

Of  these  two  objects,  the  first  is  made  more  prominent  m 
the  work  of  the  Freshman  year  :  the  second  is  emphasized 
during  the  remainder  of  the  course.  In  addition,  the  inter- 
esting and  important  relations  of  Latin  to  English  receive  due 
attention. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  the  candidate  must 
have  such  a  knowledge  of  Latin  as  may  be  gained  by  a  dili- 
gent student  in  two  years  with  five  recitations  a  week.  He 
should  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  forms  of  declension 
and  conjugation,  and  with  the  leading  principles  of  Syntax. 
The  examination  is  in  Latin  Grammar,  and  in  Nepos  or  Cae- 
sar. 

Freshman  Class, —  Cicero — Orations  against  Catiline  ; 
Virgil — Aeneid.  Bennett's  Latin  Grammar;  Bennett's  Latin 
Composition ;  Greek  and  Roman  Mythology  ( Harrington 
and  Tolman)  ;  The  Private  Life  of  the  Romans  (Preston  and 
Dodge). 

Sophomore  Class, — Livy — Books  XXL,  XXII.  ;  Horace — 
Odes ;  Cicero^De  Oratore. 

yunior  Class, — Horace — Ars  Poetica  ;  Tacitus — Ger- 
mania  et  Agricola  ;  Cicero— De  Officiis. 
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Senior  Class, — Cicero — De  Amicitia  et  de  Senectute  ; 
Pliny — Letters  ;  Lucretius.  A  course  in  Roman  History  and 
literature  is  a  feature  of  this  year's  work. 


The  Greek  Langfuage  and  Literature. 

Freshman  Class, — For  entrance  into  this  class,  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  forms  of  declension  and  conjuga- 
tion, and  of  the  leading  principles  of  syntax  is  necessary. 
The  examination  will  be  on  White's  First  Greek  Book,  or 
its  equivalent. 

Thr<:iUghout  the  whole  course,  but  especially  during  the 
first  two  years,  special  attention  is  given  to  the  translation  of 
English  into  Greek. 

Xenophon's  Anabasis  or  Hellenica,  and  the  Orations  of 
Lysias  are  read. 

Sophomore  Class, — During  this  year  a  closer  study  of 
syntax  is  made.  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito  are  read  in  the 
first  term.  The  second  term  is  devoted  to  Homer's  Iliad,  and 
Odyssey,  with  a  thorough  study  of  dialect  forms,  and  of  me- 
tre. 

Junior  Class, — Xenophon's  Memorabilia,  Thucydides, 
and  Gayley's  Classic  Myths. 

Senior  Class. — Demosthenes'  De  Corona.  Selections 
from  the  following  texts :  Sophocles — Antigone,  Oedipus 
Tyrannus;  Aeschylus — Prometheus  Bound,  Seven  against 
Thebes;  Euripides — Medea,  Iphigenia  in  Tauris.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  sight  reading. 

Goodwin's  Greek  Grammar  is  used  throughout  the  whole 
course.    (Revised  edition). 

Books  of  reference  for  the  whole  course. — Hadley  and  Allen's    Greek 
Grammar,  Goodwin's  Greek  Moods  and  Tenses. 
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The  French  Language  and  Literature. 

Fi^eshman  Class,  In  the  first  year's  course  Edgren's 
French  Grammar  and  Super's  French  Reader  are  used.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  paid  to  the  Syntax  of  the  Language.  Week- 
ly exercises  in  translating  English  into   French    are  required. 

Sophomore  Class,  Edgren's  Grammar  is  completed,  and 
written  exercises  in  composition  are  continued  throughout  the 
session. 

The  texts  used  are  changed  from  year  to  year ;  but  the 
following  will  indicate  the  amount  read  :  Verne's  L'Expedi- 
tion  de  la  Jeune-Hardie  :  Gervais's  Un  Gas  de  Conscience  : 
Berthet's  Le  Facte  de  Famine  :  Dumas's  L'  Evasion  du  Due 
de  Beaufort :  Racine's  Athalie  :  CorneiUe's  Le  Cid  :  Selected 
essays  from  Sainte-Beuve. 


The  German  Language  and  Literature. 

This  course  covers  a  period  of  two  years .  The  object  is 
to  secure  for  the  student  such  a  knowledge  of  grammatical 
forms  and  constructions,  and  so  much  of  a  vocabulary  as  will 
enable  him  to  read  classic  German  authors.  The  course  will 
necessarily  be  more  literary  than  conversational,  as  the  brief 
course  will  not  allow  time  for  mastering  any  facility  in  speak- 
ing. The  first  year's  course  is  introductory,  the  elements  of 
grammar  being  covered  and  some  easy  reading  begun.  The 
second  year's  course  is  some  continuous  work,  with  more  care- 
ful study  of  syntax.  The  history  of  German  literature  and 
the  general  relations  between  German  and  English  are  noticed 
as  the  opportunity  allows. 

Junior     Class    Text  Books: — Joynes-Meissner's  Grammar;  Joynes' 
German  Reader.

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  candidates  will  be 
examined  on  English  Grammar,  including  Orthography,  and 
will  be  required  to  show  their  aoility  to  use  the  language  by 
writing  a  letter  or  composition.

Advanced  Grammar;  Kellogg' s  Composition  and  Rhetoric,  with  prac- 
tical exercises;  Exercises  in  Orthography  and  Orthoepy;  Prescribed  read- 
ing in  American  Literature;  Essays.

Abbot's  How  to  Write  Clearly,  with  practical  exercises;  McElroy's 
English  Etymology,  Studies  in  Style;  Study  of  Scott,  Macaulay  and 
Tennyson;  Essays.

Anglo-Saxon  Primer  (Sweet);  Middle  English;  History  of  the  Eng- 
lish Language ;  Painter's  English  Literature;  Study  of  Chaucer,  Spenser, 
Sb-kespeare,  Bacon  and  Milton;  Essays  on  subjects  assigned. 

SENIOR  CI^ASS. 
Painter's  English  Literature,  with  a  critical  study  of  leading  authors; 
Readings  from  various  authors,    and  Criticism;    Lectures  and  Topics  in 
Contemporary  Literature;  Essays  and  Theses  on  themes  assigned. 


History. 


The  studies  of  this  department  are  designed  to  give  the 
student  a  knowledge  of  the  leading  facts  of  general  history, 
with  the  special  study  of  the  principles  and  historical  develop- 
ment of  the  Constitution  and  government  of  his  own  country 
and  also  of  England. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  candidates  will  be 
examined  on  the  History  of  the  United  States. 

Freshman    Class,     Anderson's  Ancient  History. 
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Sofhoinore  Class,      Anderson's    Mediaeval    and    Modern 
History. 


Mathematics. 


Freshman  Class.  Wentworth's  Complete  Algebra,  from 
Ratio  and  Proportion  ;  Wentworth's  Geometry,  four  books. 

Sophojnore  Class,  Wentworth's  Geometry,  completed ; 
Wentworth's  Trigonometry. 

Junior  Class,  Wentworth's  Surveying.  Students  are 
taught  the  use  of  the  instruments,  and  are  required  to  take 
notes  and  make  calculations;  Wentworth's  Analytical  Geom- 
etry. 

Senior  Class,  (Elective).  Rice  and  Johnson's  Differ- 
ential and  Integral  Calculus. 


Chemistry. 

Junior  Class,  Remsen's  Inorganic  Chemistry ;  Rem- 
sen's  Organic  Chemistry. 

Senior  Class,  Remsen's  Organic  Chemistry  continued; 
Remsen's  Qualitative  Analysis.  The  exercises  of  this  year 
are  supplemented  by  practical  work  in  the  Laboratory,  for 
which  a  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged  in  payment  of  the  mate 
rial  used.  Students  are  held  responsible  for  the  breaking  of 
apparatus. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  the  gift  of  the  Alumni  of 
the  College,  and  is  added  to  every  year,  as  the  needs  of  this 
department  arise. 


Natural  Philosophy. 

Sophomore    Class,       Physics,    Gage.        During    the   Fall 
Term  are  studied.  Matter  and  its  Properties,  Dynamics  of  Lv 
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quids  and  Gases,  Elementary  Mechanics,  and  Heat;  during 
the  Spring  Term,  Electricity,  Sound  and  Light.  The  only 
mathematical  knowledge  necessary  to  the  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  the  course,  is  an  acquaintance  with  the  Elements  of 
Algebra  and  Geometry. 

Senior  Class.  Astronomy,  Younp- ;  Mineralogy,  Dana's 
Manual;  Geology,  Le  Conte's  Elements.  A  thorough  know- 
edge  of  Geometry,  and  of  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry 
is  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  this  course. 

Most  of  the  important  minerals  are  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  students,  and  are  carefully  studied.  The  minerals  and 
fossils,  recently  donated  by  Prof.  J.  R.  Blake,  will  make  the 
study  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology  more  interesting  and  in- 
structive than  ever. 


Mental  and  Moral  Sciences. 

The  course  is  intended  to  give  students  an  introduction 
to  the  study  of  Psychology  and  Ethics,  as  developed  by  mod- 
ern methods  of  research.  Careful  attention  is  given  to  the 
sensational  and  evolutionary  schools  of  Psychology. 

Junior  Class.  The  Junior  Class  studies  Logic,  both 
Deductive  and  Inductive,  the  text-book  used  being  Jevcns- 
Hill's  Elements  of  Logic. 

Senior  Class.  This  class  carries  on  the  study  of  Ethics 
and  Psychology  throughout  the  entire  year.  In  Psychology, 
the  text-book  used  will  be  Stout's  Manual  of  Psychology,  and 
in  Ethics,  Mackenzie's  Manual  of    Ethics. 

As  a  work  of  reference,  Webers'  History  of  Philosophy  is 
recommended. 
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Economics  and  Civics. 

The  course  is  introductory  to  these  important  departments 
and  as  much  time  as  possible  will  be  devoted  to  them.  The 
text-book  in  Economics  will  be  Bullock's  Introduction  to  the 
Study  of  Economics. 

The  Senior  Class  takes  up  Fiske's  Civil  Government  in 
the  United  States.  Woodrow  Wilson's  The  State  is  aL-.o 
recommended  for  reference. 


Biblical  and  Religious  Literature. 

This  course  is  intended  to  give  an  outline  of  the  Literature 
and  History  of  the  Bible. 

In  the  Junior  year,  the  Old  Testament  will  be  studied. 

In  the  Senior,  the  New  Testament,  and  Evidences  of 
Christianity. 


Commercial  Course. 

The  system  of  Book-Keeping  used  is  the  same  which  is 
used  at  the  leading  Business  College  of  the  South.  The  In- 
structor in  this  course,  is  a  graduate  in  Book-keeping  and 
Stenography  from  the  Commercial  College  of  Kentucky  Uni- 
versity, Lexington,  Ky,,    and  is  an  experienced  Book-keeper. 

This  course  is  very  complete.  Twenty-seven  sets  of 
books,  involving  all  transactions  of  actual  business,  are  jour 
nalized,  posted  and  closed.  Several  sets  of  original  Day-book 
entries  are  required  to  be  made.  Cash-books,  Balance  Sheets, 
Bill  Books,  and  other  Auxiliary  Books  are  kept.  A  course  is 
given  in  Commercial  Arithmetic,  and  also  in  Commercial 
Law. 

To  those  attaining  a  grade  of  90-100  for  one  year  in  this 
course,    a  certificate  of  graduation  in  this    department  will  be 
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given,    provided    the    work    done  in  the  other  departments  is 
satisfactory. 

Fees.  $5.00  will  be  charged  for  this  course  in  addition 
to  regular  tuition  ;  $1.50  for  certificate.  Should  any  student 
wish  to  take  the  Commercial  Course  alone,  instead  of  in  con- 
nection with  other  studies,  special  rates  will  be  quoted  by  the 
Faculty  on  application  :  the  course  can  be  completed  in  about 
12  weeks.  No  one  will  be  granted  a  certificate  of  graduation, 
however,  whose  attainments  in  Mathematics  and  in  English 
are  not  equivalent  to  the  Freshman  Course  in  those  depart- 
ments. 


Suft-Freshman  Class. 

For  the  benefit  of  students  who  are  not  prepared  to  enter 
the  Freshman  Class  in  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics  or  English, 
a  Sub-Freshman  Class  is  arranged  in  each  of  these  depart- 
ments. 

The  following  is  the  course  of  study  in  these  classes  : 

Latin, — 5  recitations  per  week:  texts,  Bennett's  Grammar,  Caesar, 
books  I-III.     Nepos' lives  (Fl a gg). 

Greek, — 4  recitations  per  week  :  texts,  White's  First  Greek  Book, 
and  Goodwin's  Grammar, 

Mathematics,— 5  recitations  per  week:  texts,  Wentworth's  Complete 
Algebra,  to  Ratio  and  Proportion. 

English, — 4  recitations  per  week:  texts,  Reed  and  Kellogg's  Higher 
Lessons  in  English;  Ayer's  Orthoepist. 
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Miscellaneous* 


.  Clinton  is  a  town  of  about  3,000  inhabitants  in  Laurens 
Co.,  S.  C.  It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  Piedmont  section, 
on  a.  dry,  sandy  ridge  800  feet  above  sea  level,  (400  feet  higher 
than  Columbia),  and  about  fifty  miles  from  the  m^ountains. 
Here  is  the  purest  air,  and  free-stone     water.  The    health 

record  is  a  good  one. 

The  town  is  accessible  from  all  points,  having  two  rail- 
roads and  eleven  passenger  trains  daily. 

The  Recitation  Building  is  a  large  brick  structure  of 
three  and  a  half  stories,  situated  in  a  beautifully  shaded  cam- 
pus of  four  acres,  adjoining  the  Thornwell  Orphanage 
grounds.  The  other  buildings  are  on  the  new  college  grounds 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town.  These  grounds  comprise  six- 
teen acres  of  land,  elevated,  gently  undulating,  and  partly 
wooded.  Alumni  Hall  is  a  neat,  brick  building  of  three 
stories,  capable  of  accommodating  thirty-six  students.  There 
is  also  a  Professor's  residence  and  dormitory  combined,  of 
three  stories,  and  a  Refectory. 

The  dormitories  are  under  the  management  of  the  Faculty. 


Expenses  for  Students  in  Boarding:  Department. 

To  every  student  who  can  be  accommodated  next  year  in 
the  boarding  department,  will  be  given  Matriculation  Fee, 
Tuition,  Room-rent  and  Board  for  Collegiate  year  for  the 
small  sum  of  $100.00,  one-half  to  be  paid  in  advance,  the 
balance    at    the  end  of  four  months.      The  rate  of  tuition  re- 
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mains  unchanged  and  this  offer  is  made  only  to  those  who 
can  be  accommodated  in  the  boarding  department.  Ap- 
plications for  rooms  should  be  made  early  to  Prof.  Spencer. 
The  rooms  are  not  supplied  with  furniture  by  the  Faculty, 
but  must  be  furnished  by  the  students  for  themselves.  To  a 
small  number,  in  order  of  application,  ar  long  as  our 
stock  lasts,  we  can  sell  washstand,  bureau,  table,  two  chairs, 
bed-stead,  springs,  and  good  mattress  for  the  low  price  of 
$7.50,  or  $3.75  to  student,  as  two  occupy  each  room.  As 
the  supply  is  limited,  however,  application  for  same  should 
be  made  as  early  as  possible  :  payment  for  this  furniture 
must  positively  be  made  in  advance.  Students  can  save 
expense  very  often  by  bringing  their  bedding  and  toilet  arti» 
cles  from  home. 

A  refectory  is  operated  in  connection  v/ith  the  Hall,  for 
the  benefit  of  students.  The  building  is  provided  and  fur- 
nished by  the  College. 

In  addition  to  the  $100  mentioned  above,  students  v/ill 
have  to  pay  for  books  and  laundry  and  fuel  about  $20.00, 
making  total  necessary  expenses  for  the  Collegiate  year, 
$120.00. 

Each  student  is  required,  on  admission,  to  deposit  wiih 
Prof.  Spencer  a  contingent  fee  of  $2.00  As  this  amount  is 
returned  at  the  end  of  the  session,  less  any  charge  entered  for 
damage  to  College  property,  it  is  not  included  in  the  summary 
of  actual  expenses. 


Expenses  for  Students  Not  in  Boarding  Department. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  board  at  the  Alumni  Hall, 
unless  excused  by  the  Faculty  from  so  doing  for  some  suffi- 
cient reason.      For  such  students,  expenses  v/iii  be  a-,  follows  : 
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Tuition,  for  Collegiate  year $  40.00. 

Board,  9  calendar  months  at  $10,00  per  month  ....  90.00. 

Matriculation  Fee  (annual) 5.00. 

Books  and  Laundry  (about) 15.00. 

Total 1^150.00. 

Students  taking  the  course  in  Commercial  Science  are 
charged  an  extra  fee  of  $5.00. 

The  fee  for  graduation  is  $5.00. 

Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  under  care  of  presbytery, 
and  ministers'  sons,  not  at  Alumni  Hall,  receive  a  rebate  on 
tuition  of  $30.00. 

If  in  the  boarding  department,  candidates  for  the  minis- 
try under  care  of  presbytery  receive  a  discount  of  ten  per 
cent.,  making  $90.00  for  Matriculation-fee,  Tuition,  Room- 
rent  and  Board. 

Tuition  in  all  cases  is  payable  in  advance  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term,  or  at  date  of  entrance,  and  no  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence, 
except  in  case  of  protracted  illness,  when  a  student  by  such  illness  loses 
grade.  No  degrees  or  certificates  are  conferred  until  the  student  has 
paid  all  his  dues. 

Parents  and  guardians  may  place  money  for  the  expenses  of  their 
sons  in  the  hands  of  Prof.  Spencer,  who  will  see  to  the  careful  expending 
of  same  for  all  necessary  objects.  Accurate  accounts  of  such  expendi- 
tures will  be  kept  and  sent  from  time  to  time.  A  fee  of  $2  for  one,  and 
$1  extra  for  each  additional  pupil  from  the  family  under  the  same  guar- 
dianship,  will  be  charged  for  this  service. 

Entrance  examinations  w^ill  be  held  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  September  25th  and  26th.  It  is  exceedingly  im- 
portant that  all  students  should  enter  promptly  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  session.  A  delay  of  even  a  few  days  entails  much 
trouble  upon  the  Professors  and  the  student. 
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Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are 
expected  to  be  proficient  in  all  the  common  school  branches, 
and  to  be  prepared  for  examination  on  the  following  subjects  : 

1.  Latin. — Forms  and  the  elements  of  Syntax  ;  3  lives  of  Nepos, 
or  3  books  of  Caesar. 

2.  Greek. — White's  First  Greek  Book. 

3.  Mathematics. — Arithmetic  complete  ;  Algebra  [Wentworth's 
Complete,  or  equivalent]  through  Quadratic  Equations. 

4.  English. — Grannmar  ;  Compcsiiicn.  The  student's  kncwkdge 
of  writing,  spelling,  grammar,  capitalization,  punctuation,  etc.,  will  be 
tested  both  in  writing  and  in  reading  Englisk. 

5.  History. — United  States  History. 

A  student  found  deficient  in  any  of  these  branches,  but 
sufficiently  prepared  in  the  others,  will  be  entered  in  the 
Freshman  Class,  and  required  to  make  up  his  deficiency  in  the 
Sub-Freshman  Class. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  to  advise  the  students 
as  to  the  course  of  study|  to  be  pursued,  whether  classical, 
scientific,  or  special;  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  indicate  their 
preferences  by  letter  to  the  President. 

All  students  will  be  required,  except  in  special  cases,  to 
take  the  full  equivalent  of  the  average  amount  of  work  re- 
quired in  the  prescribed  courses. 

When  a  course  has  been  selected,  no  change  will  be  al- 
lowed except  on  application  to  the  Faculty,  and  for  reasons  ap- 
proved by  them. 

Examinations  will  be  held  twice  during  the  session.  Re- 
ports showing  attendance,  deportment,  and  diligence  of  stu- 
dents will  be  sent  quarterly.  Parents  and  guardians  are  ear- 
nestly requested  to  examine  such  reports  with  care,  and  to 
join  with  the  Faculty  in  their  effort  to  induce  students  to  main- 
tain a  standard  in  all  their  studies. 
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Discipline. 

The  aim  is  to  inculcate  by  teaching  and  example,  rather 
than  by  stringent  rules  and  regulations,  the  principles  of  cour- 
tesy, honor,  truthfulness,  purity,  and  reverence  for  sacred 
things  ;  not  so  much  to  train  rightly  acting  human  machines, 
as  to  develop  true  Christian  gentlemen.  The  students  will  be 
put  upon  their  honor,  as  far  as  possible,  and  proper  feelings 
of  self-respect  and  Christian  manliness  will  be  cultivated  in 
every  way.  No  one  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  College  who 
is  incorrigibly  idle,  neglectful  of  duty,  or  disorderly. 


Religious  Services. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  devotional  exercises 
in  the  College  chapel  with  which  the  work  of  each  day  begins  ; 
and  also,  on  Sunday,  the  services  of  the  Sabbath-schools  and 
churches  of  which  they,  or  their  parents,  are  members. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  holds  services 
every  Sabbath  afternoon.  The  students  may  also  attend  the 
weekly  prayer-meeting  in  the  Orphanage  chapel.  They  are 
encouraged  to  join  in  all  the  Christian  work  and  worship  of 
the  Clinton  churches. 


Young:  Men's  Christian  Association. 

This  Association  is  doing  a  good  Vv^ork  in  stimulating  the 
devotional  feelings  of  the  young  men,  and  affording  oppor- 
tunities for  their  expression.  It  is  a  fine  training  school  for 
our  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  other  consecrated  young 
men,  and  its  moral  influence  is  felt  in  all  the  departments 
of  College  life. 

Literary  Societies. 

The  Eukosmian  and  Philomathean  Literary  Societies  hold 
regular  weekly  meetings.    The  efforts  of  the  members  of  these 
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societies  have  resulted  in  great  good  to  the  student  body,  ij^id 
every  student  is  required  by  the  Faculty  to  become  a  menfber 
of  one  or  the  other.  The  halls  have  been  neatly  and  tastefully 
fitted  up  by  the  students,  and  members  are  allowed  full  use  of 
the  College  Library. 

A  reading  room  is  kept  open  in  the  College  Recitatix>n 
Hall  for  the  use  of  the  students,  supplied  with  dail}^  and  week- 
ly papers,  and  a  number  of  leading  magazines  and  reviews. 
The  expense  is  met  by  the  Faculty,  Literary  Societies,  and 
a  small  fee  from  the  students.  The  actual  cost  for  each  stu- 
dent this  year  was  fifteen  cents. 

A  Lyceum  course  of  Lectures  and  entertainments  is  got- 
ten up  each  year  partly  under  the  management  of  the  Faculty, 
and  special  rates  to  these  Lectures  are  given  to  our  students. 


Athletics. 


The  idea]  education  includes  the  ph3'sical  as  well  as  the 
mental  and  moral.  Students  are  therefore  encouraged  to  t^ke 
active  part  in  all  field  sports,  and  with  this  in  view,  facilities 
a>re  offered  on  the  College  grounds  for  the  usual  athletic  games 
of  college  life. 

The  Faculty  reserves  the  right  to  forbid  any  student  who 
is  neglecting  his  College  duties  to  play  on  any  of  the  College 
teams,  and  will  allow  no  professionalism  in  any  department 
of  Athletics.  A  regular  Athletic  Association  is  organized 
each  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  and  each  stu- 
dent is  urged  to  become  a  member. 


Library. 

During  the  past  three  years,  nearly  eighteen  hundred  vol- 
umes have  been  added  to  the  Library,  These  books  hav^  b&mi 
carefully  selected  and   many  of  them  are  exceedingly  valuable, 
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The  College  is  iadabtad  far  the  ;2rre-ite3t  numosr  of  thdm  to 
tha  late  Prof.  J.  R.  Blake,  of  Greenwood,  3.  C.  Several 
other  haad^oine  doaations  have  been  made.
